The Kenai River problems have been talked about for years but no real steps have been taken to address these 
problems. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the summer and exceed limits in July, the hfgh use month. 
This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps 
to do the right things for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to take 
action to protect the river's health and our state's reputatfon for clean waters and a clean environment 

The regulations allow use of 2-stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of July, the high use month. 
In 2010 all engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or direct fuel injection. The public knew the general 
direction the regulations would take eariler this year, so the pubtlc has had all of 2007, and then all of 2008 and 
2009 to prepare for the total 2-cycie ban in 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they can discharge as 
much as 30% of their fuel usage as unbumed fuel Into the river. In good conscience we can not allow that type of 
discharge into the river. In the 4-stroke or direct fuel injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the 
old 2-stroke engines. We have looked closely at the water qualfty and can cieariy correlate hydrocarbon 
contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-stroke powered bbats. 

The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection engines up to 50-hp any time after the regulations 
are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. Currentfy the maidmum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 
35-hp must take a iarger engine and de-tune it to 35hp. 
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The regulations also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 106 inches wide. Larger boats will be 
grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.
